Gave Wrong Child to 
Man; Father Suing 


G overnor Smith is believed 
to 
Hospital 
h av e his best chance, 
lf on vis- 
D etroit, Sept. 18— (JJP)— A few 
m om ents confusion in a hospital 
here Ave years ago th a t changed 
th e destiny of the life of a two- 
w eeks old child and gave rise to a 
m ystery which 
never 
has 
been 
solved, was described today in cir­ 
cuit court. 
T he incident, which may mean 
th e separation forever of a father 
from his son, forms the basis of a 
$200,000 suit brought by W illiam 
C. G reatrex, Detroit, against the 
Evangelical 
Deaconess 
Hospital 
for th e loss of his child. 
T estifying in the 
trial 
today, 
Mrs. Purcell Vernier, 
the 
nurse 
who gave G reatrex’s boy baby to 
Alfonso Vlemminck, Belgian im ­ 
m ig ran t, in the belief th at she 
was placing the 
infant 
in 
the 
h an d s of its father, told of the 
tragic incident, which to her at 
th a t tim e seemed m erely the per­ 
form ance of a duty. 
It w as in September, 1923, that 
th e m istake occurred. 
She had 
been on vacation, th e nifrse re­ 
called. 
While she w as away the 
G reatrex baby was ta k en to the 
hospital for an operation follow­ 
ing the death of its m other at its 
birth. 
About th a t tim e, a son was 
born in the hospital to E va Vlem­ 
minck. 
It was 
an 
illegitim ate 
child, authorities said. 
Child Not Found 
T hen Mrs. 
V ernier 
returned. 
She received from two doctors by 
telephone one day an order for 
discharge of the G reatrex baby, 
she testified. 
A few m om ents lat­ 
er an o th er nurse told her there 
wag a m an in the hall. 
She went 
into th e hall and asked the man 
if he had come for his baby. 
He 
said he had and th a t lie had paid 
th e hospital bill. 
She did not ask 
his nam e but gave him th e G reat­ 
rex baby, believing he was G reat­ 
rex, who, in the m eantim e was re ­ 
tu rn in g his wife’s body to T oron­ 
to, Ont., her form er home, for 
burial. 
T he man, who, it la ter develop­ 
ed, w as Vlemminck, left with the 
baby. 
The child was never seen 
afte r that, so far as authorities, 
who 
conducted 
a 
nation-wide 
search, could learn. 
Two days 
after 
th e 
incident 
G reatrex returned and asked for 
his child. 
He 
was 
given 
the 
Vlem minck baby, which he imme-

PLANES HUNTING 
FOR SURVIVORS 


Sailors Tell of Sinking of 
Cattle Boat During 
Lake Storm 


Owen Sound, Ont., Sept. 18— (ZP) 
Airplanes flew above Georgian bay 
in Lake Huron today in vain search 
for m ore survivors of th e cattle 
ship Manasoo.which sank as though 
yanked beneath the storm y w aters 
by some mysterious m onster of the 
deep. 
Five survivors were recovering 
in a hospital, saved from pitching 
on a leaky raft for two days and a 
half. One m em ber of th e crew was 
known to be dead, and 17 other 
men were believed to have been 
lost. 
The Manasoo, a converted pas­ 
senger ship formerly known as the 
Macassa, had made its last regular 
trip for the season but was press­ 
ed into service for a special trip 
to transport 46 head of cattle from 
W est Bay, Manitoulin Island, to 
Owen Island. 
There was a crew 
of 21, Donald Wallace, drover, in 
charge of the cattle, and his friend, 
George Lambert, 
completing 
the 
personnel. 
Early Saturday morning a storm 
was encountered, but the boat rode 
easily and no concern was felt. The 
cattle w ere in 
special stalls to 
prevent their shifting, and most 
of the crew went to bed. 
Down With Ship. 
Suddenly, Capt. John McKay, on 
the bridge, noticed a loss of buoy­ 
ancy and a distinct list, and sent 
First Mate Oliver Long down to 
investigate. 
Before Long could re­ 
port back, or even determ ine the 
nature of the trouble, tho ship was 
plunging down into the w ater with 
all hands who did not chance to be 
on deck. 
Capt. McKay went down on his 
bridge, but he fought his way back 
to the surface and crawled upon

Eye Witness Tells First Story 
of Conditions After Hurricane 


.(Cantlnuad Ob Pana Twa.)

Miami, Fla., Sept. 18—(ZP)—The 
first eye-witness account of the sit­ 
uation a t Pahokee, which is on the 
southeastern shore of Lake Okee­ 
chobee, was brought here by Moe 
Orinstein, a Pahokee merchant. 
Moe said he left his Pahokee 
store in an auto Saturday night be­ 
fore the blow struck, arriving here 
early Suuday, but becoming uneasy, 
returned to his store, arriving at 
Pahokee at 6:45 Sunday morning. 
At the fork in the Connors high­ 
way leading to Pahokee, the steel 
bridge to the lower lu k ^ region 
was found replaced by a wooden 
structure. 
With the Lake Okeecho­ 
bee dykes gone, he found the dis­ 
trict generally flooded. 
Over this 
wooden bridge were pouring refu­ 
gees from Belle Glade, Chosen and 
South Buy. 
He found a Florida 
Rower & Light truck with 12 autos 
in tow, helping the refugees to 
safety. 
Men, women and children were 
filthy black from the mucky waters 
of the glades. 
Moe made Canal 
Point in his car with great diffi­ 
culty and worked h it way three 


miles southw ard to Pahokee. 
He 
described big sugar cane fields as 
inundated a t Canal Point, which 
town he described as a “wreck." 
Moe found Pahokee “gone.” 
Only 
one building besides 
tho 
school­ 
house escaped, and this was so full 
of refugees that it was impossible 
to accom m odate another refugee. 
Nearby stood the only other build­ 
ing left in the block. The windows 
and doors w ere gone and in it ne­ 
groes were packed like sardines. 
Moe found his 
home 
floating 
upon another lot and wading waist 
deep he attem pted to rescue his 
effects, but found them immersed 
in muck, slime and black water. 
He found his store gone and Wil­ 
der’s pharm acy wrecked, with the 
stock floating in mucky waters. 
From P ahokee’s mayor he learned 
that the tow n’s death list was 75, 
mostly negroes. 
The mayor told 
Moe he found one negroe cabin, a 
floating coffin for a man, his wife 
and nine children. T he population, 
the m ajority of which are negroes, 
were 
occupying 
two 
buildings, 
roofs and tree tops.

A message from T am pa said that J versed. 


five national guard units, the Rod 
Cross and American Legion in Se­ 
bring w ere organising relief work 
and th at the mayor of Tam pa re­ 
ceived a request for 25 caskets 
from Moon* Huven.

Maps and reports of these 
surveys can be obtained from the 
departm ent of conservation,, land 
economic survey, Lansing, Mich. 
The maps and reports show the 
kind, location and distribution of: 
(I) towns, roads, railroads, schools, 
dwelling houses, sum mer cottages 
and hotels, garages, cheese factor­ 
ies, creameries, 
sawmills, 
dams, 
power plants, mines, quarries; (2) 
the different upland, swamp and 
stream bottom soils such as sand, 
loam, clay, muck, peat, etc.; (3) 
the lay of the land, w hether level, 
slightly sloping, m oderate’y sloping 
or steep and hilly; (4) the lakes, 
rivers, 
streams 
and 
draining 
ditches; (5) the different kinds of 
forest 
growth, 
such 
as 
poplar, 
white birch, maple, yellow birch, 
hemlock, cedar, tam arack, spruce 
(including the average size and 
com parative density of the stand), 
the recently cut-over and burned- 
over land, the grass swamps, cran­ 
berry, sphagnum bogs, 
the 
crop 
land, pacture land, apparently idle 
and abandoned farm land, the U. 
S. and state forests, state game ref­ 
uges, private hunting and fishing 
grounds, parks, 
sum m er 
resorts, 
! townsites, villages and industrial 
land; (6) who owns the land and 
why they own it; (7) the nature 
and character of the county's busi-

Murphy was accom­ 
panied by Lieut. Charles W. Engle 
commandant of the Iron Moun­ 
tain post of state police, which 
organization is cooperating with 
the federal department in 
the 
enforcement of air commerce reg­ 
ulations. 
The “Swallow” biplane, 
pur 
chased by the U. P. Airways, Inc., 
last April, was found to be in per­ 
fect condition throughout by In­ 
spector Murphy in submitting the 
craft to thorough tests of its en­ 
gine, wing structure, fuselage and 
other parts. “Wallie” 
Arntzen 
chief pilot of the local aviation 
concern, also passed the examina­ 
tions for a limited commercial pi­ 
lot’s license and a mechanic’s li­ 
cense. 
Boneu's Plane Okch 
Joseph Bonen’s Waco biplane 
also was okehed by the federal in­ 
spector. Bonen has 
also 
applied 
for a limited 
commercial 
pilot’s 
license and (Will complete his ex­ 
aminations today. Alfred Ingebrlt- 
gen, student aviator, has applied 
for a mechanic's license. Paul No- 
vack, another local 
flyer 
who 
keeps his American Eagle plane 
at the airport, was unable to take 
his examination yesterday because 
of the press of other duties, but 
plans to take the testa in the near 
future. 
Mr. Murphy stated that he was 
surprised to find that 
aviation 
had made such rapid strides in 
this region, and he classed the lo­ 
cal landing field as one of the 
best he has visited in the north 
lakes region. 
“The field is large enough for 
the landing of the larger type of 
aircraft,’’ Mr. Murphy said. “The 


prevailing winds here are of nor­

direction, 
whifeh is very 
advantageous 
on 
this field. 
The surface of the 
field is in fine condition, and the 
hangar building is exceptionally 
good.’’Field Being Enlarged 
Additional acreage 
is

planes which will come here on 
Thursday for the dedication exer­ 
cises to be held at the airport. 
The enlarged field now has

00 feet and the east and west 
lane is 1000 feet.

OIL EXHIBIT 
AT MHI HERE 


Model Drilling Rig on Dis­ 
play; Figures on 
Industry 


Michigan’s oil industry has de­ 
veloped rapidly within the past few 
years, it is disclosed in an interest­ 
ing exhibit by the geological sur­ 
vey division of the department of 
conservation at the U. P. State 
F a ’r. 
The feature of the exhibit is a 
model of an oil drilling rig which 
is so designed that to all appear­ 
ances it Is sinking an oil well be­ 
neath the exhibition building. The 
model Is operated by electricity 
and can be made to run in the 
same manner as an actual drilling 
rig. 
The exhibit Is In charge of F. G. 
Pardee, mining engineer, assisted 
by H. Underhill. 
“The Muskegon oil field, which 
at present Is the largest producer 
in the state, has 37 producing oil 
wells and six gas wells," Mr. Par­ 
dee said. 
“The production at Mus­ 
kegon is about 1500 barrels per 
day. 
"Michigan produced 434,000 bar­ 
rels of oil in 1927, valued at $868,- 
000. A total of 266 wells have been 
completed, and 218 are producing. 
Forty-five 
of 
the 
w ells 
drilled 
brought no oil, and three are pro­ 
ducing gas. 
The average produc­ 
tion per well per day la about 
fourteen barrels." 
A model of the M uskegon off 
field is shown in the exhibit, which 
indicates accurately the number of 
wells drilled, the different strata 
and the depth of strata in each 
well. 
This illustrates clearly how 
the oil occurs in an oil field. 
The exhibit also includes sam­ 
ples of oil from the different fields 
and cross sections 
through 
the 
state made from the actual rock 
taken from the oil wells.

Did you ever hear 
of a 
corn 
borer. This little destructive worm 
which is formed from moth has 
done much harm to cora crops in 
various sections of the state and 
the endeavors of the state depart­ 
m ent of agriculture is to prevent 
the spread of this pest to other 
sections of the state and the corn 
belt of the country. 
This destructive worm eats its 
•way into the corn stalk and there­ 
by destroys the stalk so that the 
wind easily carries it, although the 
weight of the ears of corn has 
no effect on i t The stalk becomes 
brittle and breaks at 
the 
least 
touch. 
The method of combatting 
this peat is to cut the stalks very 
low in the spring, thereby prevent­ 
ing the cora borer from working 
upwards. 
An effort is being made 
to confine it to the area already 
infected and thereby protect the 
•country’s corn harvest.
